Utility Tax

Up 2 Per Cent 

Six of California’s 10 ma¬ 
jor privately-owned 'UtillUei 
collectively gained about $T7 
million in value for county 
tax purposes this year, the 
State Board of Elqualization 
disclosed today. 

The 10 utilities, represent¬ 
ing more than 90 .per cent of 
the assessment of 150 utili¬ 
ties in the state, were 
valued at $4,243,600,000 — 
up almost 2 per cent from 
1964. 

State Controller Alan 
Cranston, valuations com¬ 
mittee chairman on the 
board, said only the railroad 
group failed to grow in 
value. The board sets lUtlli- 
tles’ as.sessment values an¬ 
nually for county property 
taxes. 

Taxes levied on utility 
assessments last year pro¬ 
duced an estimated $355 
million for local jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

Southern California Mem¬ 
ber Richard Nevins said 
each utility has an oppor¬ 
tunity to comment and pro¬ 
test before the board makes 
the assessments final in 
August. 

In the million-dollar as¬ 
sessment range was South¬ 
ern California Edison was 
$732 million, up $10 million; 
General Telephone, $257 mil¬ 
lion, up $20 million.
